He firft thing we charge upon the Quakers, is 
their fpeaking contemptibly of the Bible, which 
we prov'd againft em in our laft Mercury. | 

2. They deny the Scriptures to be neceffary. Thus the 
greateft ma they ever had, Sam. Fifber, in his Rufticus 
ad Academicos, p. 112. “Had the Scripture never been 
“nor were it more to be, as it muft moulder once, thd 
“Tm free it fhou’d ftand its time, (that’s Civil, but ob- 
“ferve the reafon) to cat eut fuch men as wou'd catt off 
“che Light and Spirit, yet the Word of God is ftill as 
“ ufeful as ever, being that by which all is upbeld for 
“ever, when the Scrirture fhall moulder and come to 
“nought. And accordingly Barclay in his 6 Propofiti- 
on, fp. 68. °° The Knowledge of Chrifts Death-and Suf- 
‘‘fevinzs, as declar'd in the Scriptures, is not abfolutely 
 needfull to thofe from whom God hath withheld 
“_ 

3. They equal Apocrypha with the Scriptures, ( no 
‘eveat Argument of their hating the Papijis. ) This we 
confels we fufpeéted, when we found, Sam. Fifer fo 
freqrently quoting it ins his Works, but were {atisfy’d 
oa't, before we hadread him half over, at leaft as to 
great part, ifnot all of thofe Books. Dhus he, p. 77. of 
his Book already qnoted, “ As for the Books which ye 
** fprinkle with the Name of Apocryphal, is there nothing 
“‘among ‘em that may be judg’d of as Divine Authority 
‘as tome of thofe pzrticmlar Letters to private men, 
“that of Paul to Philemon, &c? And lower, Tis in- 
“deed the Faith, or rather Infidelity of fitch sas.call 
“themfelves Reformed Churches, (pretend Reformer, as 
“< the French have it) that all thote Books call’d Apo- 
“crypt, are in no wife of fuch Dévime Original as 
“thote ye call Canonical: And agen, Tf {uch Syadds, e1- 
“ther ancient or moderm, as have thoulder’d out all thofe 
“from fharing with che other Writings in what they lay 
“suft claim to, had been as /pirituz!/y difcerning as they 
“were (pirituz!'y blind, fhallow and undifcerning, they 
“woud have feen caufe ro. have jéyh’d forhe»at leat 
“ofthole Apocryphal Scriptures.to ath equal participation 
“ofthe plea of Divine Orizimal and Infpwationiwith the 
‘““ret: And p. 78. This I declare to the whole World as 
“my Faith concerning ‘em, That whatever is traly to 
“be predicated of the one, or can be pleaded folidly 
“on the behalf of the one, which you call your Caron, 
“asco the Divinity of their Original, the fame may be 
pleaded on the behalf of not a few of the other. —

Aad in particular he Inftances in 2d.Efdras, Epiftle of 
forswiioy Eeclefiafticus, V¥ifdom ot Soloman, nay Tobit 
wit) his Dog and all, which is, as he fays, mofe precioufly 


Dotrinal and Propbetical, atter which he pretends to an- 
fwer ail thofe Arguments which the Proteftanrs ule a- 
cunt the Pupifts to invalidate the Authority of thefe 
“ijinzsy and anfwers ’em in the fame vvay that the 
Papiits do —yvhence vve may judge vvhether he travel’d 
t9 Rome for nothing. 

Bat 4. They not only equal the Apocryph2, but their 
own ##ritings with it, the ready way to make it both 
Blafpbemy and Nonfence. Yet this they mult do, be- 
caulethey hold their Minifters infallible, and deny any 
trve Minijlry bue What isto. G.Fox in his Great my- 
fiery, p. 12. “How can ye be Minifters of the Spirit, 
“and not of the Letter, if ye be not infallible And 
Howzil in his Antichrifts Volantcer defeated, ‘* He hath 
— deny’d the Infallible Spirit, from whieh all the Mini- 

jters minifired, and all the Prophees prophefied, and 
“ ipike as they were mov’d. by the Holy. Ghoft. 
Pais they actualy afhrm of their owa Wri:ingss and

have learnt to be Gods Ape, as well as*the Spirit of 
Delufion, which we with does not too often a& ’em —— 
Their Style is the fame ‘with the Scriptures, fee the al- 
ready mention’d Geo. Roff, ‘To thee Oliver Cromwell, 
thus faith the Lord: And G. Fox Junior, p. 55, “What I 
“ have her@iwritten, is the words which the Father who 
“cis one with the Son, gave me to write. And that 
branded Bla{phemer, Naylor, (whom they to this day imi- 
tate, defend and admire) in his Love to the loft, “The 
“< Word of the Lord to his beloved City. Their own 
Writings it feems are the ord of God, tho’ the 14. Scrip- 
ture muft not have that honour. Aid indeed they more 
than equal their own writings unto ‘em, for: they plain- 
ly prefer ’em before ’em 3 fimce they never give fuch 7i- 
tlesto the Scripture as to their own Books, or vice ver{a. -- 
They read their own Epijtles publickly in cheit@hurch- 
es, but never read Gods Word there that we cou’d hear 
of ; nay, the oméffion is charg’d home upon ‘em by Frar. 
Bug, who had liv'd long enough among “em to know 
"etm. - And one of ’ems quoted by Mr. Faldo in his proot 
of their denying the Scriprures, has thele words, “* Let 
“this be fent t@ be read in the Fear of the Lord in the 
“ Holy Affemblies of the Ghurch of the Fir/t-born, wicre 
“*fhe is fcatter’d to the Ends of the Earth, 

Laftly, They ule the fameudetracted expreffions con- 
cerning™it With the Fapifts aid Fefuits, calling it a No/e 
of Wax, aLefbian Rule, a Dead Letter, Sc. See Fifher, 
p. 48. in his forementioned Book, even cheré where he 
pretends to defend the Scripture, and that the Quakers 
don’t derly it, yet reprefents it, “Asac this day alera; 
“and adulterated, wrefted and torn, like a Nofe of wax

“and Pen on Paper and Ratéhment, for 7tis@fo. A 
“ dead Lester, a werysNofe of wax, and a Lefbian Rule, 


* and no ¢cértain' Gable ftandard :, Wouwd novahy think 
thefe were spemear dig fome good. Cathplick? but they'd 
be throwdly miftaken, “forsthe .ditindion follows, “ I 
“know notwhy, fays be, what they (the Papifts) wic- 
“kedly, becanfe.tauneinzly, we may mot onefflys fince 
<< srily, fertoufly and foberly, fo call the Scriptures, which 
“ may be» {o @afily, fo endlefly alter'd by “the Walls of 
“ Men, Thefe~ are: his: very “words, and let» all his 
Friends 100k pon ‘eifipand try ifthey han’t forgot to 
bluth: for with the hélp cf the felf-fame eommodious 
diftintion, why may they not honefily, béeaule truly,fe- 
rioufly and foberly,. cheat, lye, rob, plunder, ravifpy° murder) 
for which. Crimes thofe. wh@;want the “Light wou'd 
very well deterve to be whipt and hane’ds becaule 
poor dull Rozues, they woud do it wickedly, and» mutt 
ene plead Gujltytotiie Accufation. Andthus we are 
ftrangely miftaken if we han’t {uffiient!y prov’d the 
firft Branch of our Charge, that the Quakers (peak con- 
temptibly of the Bible, which. according to their. owa 
Confeflion, is one dangerous and deteftable Opinion. 
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that Title, aod thac they refule t€in reverence to Chri: 
But they have been anfwerd an hundred times over, 
. . . > t rT . . s 

thar Chrift is call’d che Word of God fauturivels, be- 
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cafe he proceeds from him as words from a Man, and 
expreflés his Will. That the Scriptures are more proper- 
ly his Word, tho’ written ; not the very Letters, which 


is ridiculous to fuppofe, and was never affirm’d, but.the - 


fenfé and Divine Truths therein contain’d, and thereby 
convey’d unto us, and by the Cooperation of God's Spi- 
rit, working ins Faith and Obedience, which come by 
Hearing and the Word of God. That ic’s proper to call 
“em the Word of God, tho’ Chrift is fo alfo, is plain, be- 
caufe feveral of the Holy Pen-men call their Writings the 
Word of God —— Nay, even the Blafphemous Quakers do 
the fame, as has been faid by their own Nonfence. The 
firft may be prov’d from a hundred places in the Scrip- 
tures, of which take two or three, 36 Fer. 4. Baruch 
serove from the mouth of Feremiah all. the Words of the Lord. 
V. 10, they are call'd the Words of Jeremiah, and yet in 
the 12th. the Words of the Lord, tho’ at two or three re- 
moves: Nor will their filly Evafion help, that ‘tis words, 
not word, for in the firft Ver/e ot the fame Chapter, ’tis 
faid, This word came to Jeremiah from the Lord --- Take thee a 
Koll of 2 Book, 8ec. where are many more words than one, 
tho’ the fingular is ufed for the plural, a common Scheme 
of Speech ia all Nations. Hence ‘tis plain, that what- 
e’re is writ by Divine Infpiration may properly be call’d 
Gols Word -- as eventhe Quakers themfelves own, tho’ 
they thereby egregioufly contradi¢t themfelves, when as 
besore they term their own Blafphemous Writings the 
Word of the Lord. There’sa fecond dangerous and detefta- 
ble Opinion which we have prov’d’em guilty of. 

Il]. The third thing we accufed them’of, was, Turning 
ive mofk Sacred Truths of the Scripture into jejune Allegorics : 
This we fhall prove anon in the Inftances of our Saviours 
Desth,Refurredion,Heaven and Hell,all which they turn into 
All:zory, as we \l anon fhow, and all which we are fure 
are tome of the moft facred Truths of the Gofpcl. 

IV. The fourth is, That they {peak not very honourably of 
our Saviour; which we'll prove: For, 1. They make 
him a Afonfler, with two Bodies to one Soul ; and worfe, 
toey fay he is afually prefent in every one of their awn 
Bodies; a much greater Degradation to him than his 
ing ina Manger. Andy 3- They deny him to be God, 
diftingét from the Father. That they make him t6 Bo- 
dics, we'll provesfrom Burclay, p. 306. “As there was 
< the outward vifible Bodyand Temple ot Felus Chrijt, which 
“took its Origen from the Virgin Mary, Jo.there is alfo 
‘ the /piritual Body of Chrift, by and thro’ which he that 
‘ was in the beginning with God, and was aad-is Ged, re- 
“vealed himfelt to the Sons of Memin all Ages ——- And 
lower, ‘ Many gazing and following after the outward Bo- 
‘ ty, looknot to that by which the S#ixts are daily fed 

‘and mztrifh'd — And p. 87, 88.‘ This Word of God and 
‘ Light withinis a {piritual, heavenly and invifible Prin- 
‘ciple, in Which God as' Father, Son and Holy Spirit 
© dwells,'and which we Call Vebicilum Dei Accor- 
dingly Ed. Burroughs in his Tre p. 17. rebukes” his 
Antagoniftsy for ‘ Feeding upon the report of athing 
“done mapy Years ago--- and Parnel.in bis Shield of 
Truth, p. 30. ‘ None can_witnefs this whofe Eye is ows- 
“ward, looking at a Redeemer afar off. Pennington’s Qu. 
p. 33. ‘ We can never call the BodilyGarment Chri, but 
‘chat which appeared, and dwels in the Body. Agen, 
‘ What he took upon him was our Garment, the Flefh 
‘and Blood of our Nature, of an earthly perifbing Nature, 
“bue he ( Chailt) is of a heavenly Nature, and. his Flefh, 
* Blood and Bones are of his Nature. Further, they fay 
he’s a4ually prefent in every one ot sheir Bodies : This is as 
plain as that they fay the Light within is in every Man ; nay, 
this is al] the Excufe they have for their Idoliging them- 
{elves and each ether. Fox in his Great MyStery, ‘ He is 
‘deceiv’d, who faith God is diftinét from the Saints ---- 
And Fox the younger, p.53. brings in the Light within, 
layingy ‘1am the true Ezsernal God, which Created all 
‘things: Tho’ Barclay makes it only the {piritual. Body 
of Cbrifl, which he fays is not Ged, p. 86. By this Word of 
¢dand Licht within-we underftand not the. proper Effence 
and Nature.of God, which js not divifible, but a pure and 
fimple Being — we cau’t help thele two Infallibilities con- 
rradi€ting each other, any more than Barclay’s contra- 
dicting himielf; for he fays exprefly, p. 10. ‘That he 
‘was. the Word, and was and is Ged --- tho as before he 
denies the Light which they hold the fatme with the Word

to be properly Ged ; therefore he muft think our Saviour 
only improperly fo, a made God, as the Socinians ; or a 
God by Emanation, asthe Arrians ; or rather not at all 
diftin from the Father, of which more anon. How- 
ever, they generally believe this Light within to be 
Chriff, and that Chrift to be God ; tho’ they] by no 
means allow that Man who fuffer’d at Ferufalem to be God, 
or fo much as Chriff in a rer fenfe, Chrift, as they fay, 
only taking that Body upon him. Now that they make 
this their Excufe for Idolizing and formally Praying to 
each other, viz. Becaufe Chrift is in them, we {hall prove 
from their own words and a¢tions. Many of em Wor- 
fhipt Fzmes Nailor, as appears by the Procefs made a- 
gainft him, and the Confeflion of one Bolton, who {till 
continu'd a Quaker ; who when he appeard difpleas'd 
withthe Practice, Nailor told him, ‘If they cid it to 
‘him asa Man, he difown’d it, but if any did it to the 
‘Light within him, he accepted it. Thus Fof. Coal to 
G. Fox, we have his Letter in Fatdo’s Book and Francis 
Bueg's, every word of which Mr. Pen has it feems un- 
dertaken to defend: ‘ Dear G. Fox, who art the Fathe: 
* of many Nations, 7c. whofe being and habitation is in 
* the power of the bigheft, in which thou rules and governs 
“in righteou(ne{s, and thy Kingdom is eftablifht in Peace, 
“and the increafe thereof is without end: And yet high- 
er, in Jo. Audland’s Letter to the fame Perfon ---‘ Dear 
* and precious one, in whom my Lifeis bound up, and 
my ftrength in thee ftands --- By thy breathinzs I am 
nourifhed, by Thee my ftrength is renewed. Bieffed art 
* thou for evermore, and bleffed are all they that enjoy 
“thee. Life and Sirength comes from thee, Holy One ! 
* Daily do I find thy Prefence with me, which doth ex- 
“ceedingly preferve me, @c. Pray for me, that I may 
‘ ftand inathy dread for evermore. Pray for us all, that 
‘in thy Power we may abide for evermore ! I am thine, 
* begotten and nonrifhed -by thee, and in thy Power am I 
“prejerved.. Glory unto thee, Holy One! for ever. 
With all thefe Blafphemies when they were Charged, G. 
Whitebead’s Anf{wergwas, ‘ How proves he,that they gave 
“and intended. thofe Names and Tit/es to the Perfon of G. 
‘ Fox, and not téthe / ife of Chrifi in him, whereof he was 
‘a partaker > ‘in his Innocency again{t Envy, p. 18. 

We cannot proceed any further now, but fhall fnifh 
our Difcourfe on this Subjeét in our next Mercury.
